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THE MOSQUITO 


this season the when the life all rural dwellers made 
miserable the omnipresent mosquito, well consider the creature 
little more carefully than are wont, and make ourselves familiar 
with its construction and its habits. 

Dahlgren, and published the American Museum Natural History 
New York City, interesting that one almost begins admire the 
insect wonderfully formed, each its three stages growth, 
adapted its unfriendly mission. are permitted, through 
the courtesy Mr. George Sherwood, secretary the Museum, 
quote length from this pamphlet and reproduce two 
illustrations. 

The word mosquito the Spanish diminutive fly, and 
correctly applied since mosquitoes belong the order two-winged 
insects true flies. The great majority are tropical, but their range 
distribution nearly universal. About forty species have been described 
from the neighborhood New York. Though most common low and 
swampy districts, they are also found high altitudes and even 
regions. 

Railway trains are said responsible for the distribution the 
insects, and tracts which have been practically free from the pest are 
thought have been invaded the railroad lines opened the country. 
One species occurring Australia supposed have been imported 
from Europe the watertanks some old sailing Mosquitoes 
are also carried the wind. 

Hawaii was free from the mosquito until 1846. Dr. Goodhue 
says: “Tt arrived stowaway—on board the good ship 

The number mosquitoes large swarm beyond 
sion; one Texas said have been three miles wide and have 
required nearly five days passing given point. Such migrations 
account for the sudden appearance the insects areas from which they 
were previously absent and their equally sudden disappearance. 

rule they are frail insects and weak flyers. rain winds 
they hastily seek shelter. The malaria mosquito (Anopheles) avoids 
places where draughts exist, and seldom flies more than few hundred 
yards. rule spends its entire life the immediate neighborhood 
human dwellings. 
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Mosquitoes are most active early dawn after sunset. They seem 
general avoid strong light and prefer dark colors. The hours 
daylight are spent most species hiding some secluded spot 
tuft grass bush, while the malaria mosquito finds some dark 
spot indoors where passes the day. The yellow fever mosquito flies 
almost any time day except noon. 

autumn all the males die, while the fecundated females seek win- 
ter quarters. The house mosquito may found hibernating dark 
corners cellars, sheds, attics the out-of-door species the woods 
fields. Large numbers the insects undoubtedly perish during severe 
winters, but, under ordinary conditions, enough survive furnish the 
first brood the following season. 

The food mosquitoes consists ordinarily the nectar and juices 
plants and fruits. This always true the males, whose mouth- 
parts are not all adapted for stinging. certain species neither sex 
seems have any taste for blood. Mosquitoes sanguinary taste 
means confine themselves human even mammalian blood, they suck 
with eagerness the blood birds and reptiles whose skin they may 
able pierce. They have frequently been observed feeding upon other 
insects and caterpillars. Howard asserts that they will attack small 
fish when these come the surface the water. They require 
hut may exist for months without any food whatever. the other 
hand, they may feed often they have opportunity, though several 
hours are required for the digestion full meal. 

The average length life female mosquitoes not less than 
month two, but hibernating females must live least six even 
eight months. The life the males much shorter, and may not exceed 
few days duration. The point determine, since 
captivity death may the result artificial conditions. compensate 
for the shortness life the males, they greatly outnumber the females. 
Since recently hatched mosquito becomes full grown two three 
days, and may lay its first batch eggs within week, there may 

The female mosquito lays its eggs, from fifty two hundred num- 
her, the surface any convenient quiet body water. Certain 
mosquitoes prefer lay their eggs brackish water. 

The egg Anopheles boat-shaped with one end somewhat 
the other rounded. egg provided the sides with corrugated 
air chambers which serve floats. 

the process deposition the eggs the common mosquito unite 
form raft-like masses, which are known floats.” 
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The eggs Anopheles, however, are deposited separately, but they may 
found arranged various patterns the surface the water. 

The eggs some species will survive drying for two three months, 
while those others easily perish the mud water the pool 
which they have been laid dries up. Ordinarily mosquito eggs are not 
resistant cold and will not survive freezing. 

When the eggs are ready hatch, about two four days after 
they are laid, small cap-like portion the envelope bursts off the 
rounded end the egg and the larva escapes. 

Mosquito larve are popularly known wrigglers,” 
because their peculiar motions swimming. soon freed from 
the egg the larva begins feed. grows rapidly, and, the food 
supply abundant and the temperature the water not too low, 
attains its full size few days. Legs are absent, but both thorax 
and abdomen bear great number symmetrically placed pairs 
branched feather-like hairs, arranged manner characteristic the 
species. hairs project laterally and aid maintaining equi- 
librium, but they undoubtedly serve other purposes too, being also organs 
touch and possibly respiration. 

The next the last segment bears its upper side the short 
which reaches the surface the water, when the larva floats 
its usual position. the siphon are the openings the two main 
respiratory tubes. The larva strictly air-breathing and 
does not normally remain away from the surface the water, except 
when disturbed, and then only for short time. That the larva must 
have air order live makes possible its destruction means 
film oil spread the surface the water. The oii, acting mechani- 
cally, closes the openings the respiratory siphon and causes the 
die from suffocation. 

The larva feeds with its head upward. The moustache-like brushes, 
rapidly sweeping the under side the surface film the water, set 
current which carries food into the mouth. Small particles which 
become entangled the brushes are combed out stout curved hairs, 
three four which are borne each mandible. Little discrimination 
seems exercised the choice food, though consists principally 
microscopic animals and plants. 


The larve certain mosquitoes may remain throughout the winter 


frozen ice, coming life the spring. 


When pools which the wrigglers live dry out, the larve usually 


perish short time. They are most likely found small and 
undisturbed bodies water, such accumulate little hollows between 
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tufts grass, meadows, ditches where there perceptible 
flow. Where there any current the water the larve are easily swept 
away, and those that occur moving water are always found along the 
edges the stream, where they are out reach the current. Cat- 
tail swamps are said practically free from mosquito larve, probably 
because the usual presence them small fish. Such places 
neglected tin cans broken bottles, rain barrels, cisterns, and deep 
wells may swarming with larve. Dr. Howard mentions case where 
the census the inhabitants rain barrel was taken. one month 
yielded 36,369 mosquito eggs, and

The pupa which escapes from the larval skin forms the next stage 
the development the insect. too aquatic habit and ordinarily 
leads brief and comparatively quiet life. does not feed. When 
rest, floats the surface the water, breathing through pair 
funnel-like tubes. is, however, able execute very rapid, though 
jerky, movements and darts downward instantly when disturbed.

bottom repeatedly, returning the surface the water its own buoy- 
ancy soon its movements cease. downward swimming accom- 
plished few vigorous strokes the strongly curved abdomen, which 
bears its tip pair paddles,” flippers,” and the only freely 
movable part the body. respect the position its respiratory 
openings, the pupa differs decidedly from its predecessor, the larva, which 
has its siphon near the end the abdomen. Like the larva, easily 
destroyed anything which interferes with its free access the air. 

The duration the pupal stage usually from two four days, but 
may, under unfavorable conditions temperature, prolonged 
weeks. the other hand, the threatening danger drought the 
presence disagreeable substance the water, such the phinotas 
oil used for destroying mosquitoes, may very much hasten the emergence 
the fly. 

The pupa represents that period the metamorphosis the insect 
during which the internal changes which are begun the larva which 
are result the formation the adult mosquito are continued and 
completed. When the formation complete, the pupa skin bursts along 
the middle the back and the adult extricates itself from its floating

The Mosquito 729

Wherever rigidity required, the chitinous coat thickened, but else- 
where remains thin permit movement the body segments.

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means rather slender neck, bears the mouth-parts and special sense 
organs.

When the mosquito bites, blood pumped into the sucking- 
tube” two pumps. first and smaller pump lies just above the 
junction the labrum with the head and forms direct continuation 
with the tube. The second larger and more efficient pump lies further 
back the head and dilated powerful muscles. 

Into the blood the body cavity the mosquito, the malarial spores 
which grow its stomach wall escape. Through the circulation the 
blood the spores then find their way into the salivary poison glands. 

These glands, which supply the irritating poison the mosquito 
Lite, lie just beyond the neck. The poison from each gland carried 
into the head fine tube, the salivary duct. the head the ducts 
join and the common duct empties into the salivary pump. This 
connection with its continuation the hypopharynx forms 
syringe which the poisonous saliva forced out during the act 
feeding. this means that malarial spores are injected into the 
human circulation. 

Malaria was formerly considered form ague due foul 
air, whence its name, which literally means “bad was 
uted sort Its true nature did not become known till 
1880, when Laveran, French military surgeon working the time 
Algeria, discovered the malarial parasite human blood. Some years 
later Professor Manson, England, directed the attention Major 
Ross, the Indian Service, the mosquito possible carrier 
malarial infection. had this time just been discovered that yellow 
fever was spread mosquitces, and Manson had previously, 1879, 
found Culex mosquito carrying the parasite filarial disease.

1897 Ross discovered the presence the malarial organism 
mosquito the genus and little later, through the 
efforts, chiefly, Ross and the Italian, Grassi, the remarkable life history 
the parasite became known.

that malaria not communicated except the malaria mosquito, that 
this member the genus Anopheles, and that consequently malaria 
does not exist any locality the absence mosquitoes this genus. 
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That other mosquitoes are likely imbibe malarial blood probable 
but all others the human malarial parasites the spores seem 
perish the insect. 

When malaria-infected mosquito bites, the poison which 
into the wound carries into the human circulation some malarial spore-, 
minute needle-like bodies. Each spore enters red blood-corpuscle. 
loses its form, and becomes rounded parasite. 
becomes enlarged and soon nearly filled the growing parasite. 
the same time the nucleus divides till there are sixteen daughter nuclei. 

the time this nuclear division complete, almost the entire 
original contents the red corpuscle have disappeared, little remaining 
but the thin cell membrane filled with the enlarged parasitic mass. 
last the wall the corpuscle bursts, and the parasite liberated. 
Its protoplasm has this time divided into many parts there are 
nuclei, and each resulting part forms new spore, which its turn enters 
red blood-corpuscle. The same process growth the expense the 
blood-cells then repeated, and new spores formed division, accom- 
panied the destruction ever-increasing number red blood-cells. 
This process may for considerable period till the blood filled 
with billions the organisms. time, certain the spores, after 
fresh corpuscles, not divide, but develop into forms the 
parasite which, taken malaria mosquito, will reproduce sexually 
the insect. 

The intervals which separate the paroxysms malaria correspond 
length the duration the process spore formation the 
blood-cells, the chills marking the liberation the spores. 

With the extermination the mosquito malarial neighborhood 
the disease will, time, disappear.

not learn.” Nothing perilous progress the wilful ignorance 
resulting from knowledge, fear always allied with this 
condition, and the combination thus established disastrous the 
extreme advancement along any line. The great need to-day 
knowledge, which the birthright every human being. that 
destructive information which only whets the idle curiosity the people, 
but that which creates legitimate desire know for the sake putting 
the acquired knowledge practical use the daily life, thereby throw- 
ing out influence which always permeates society for the good its 
individual members. 
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one will question the fact that the training school to-day has 
far-reaching opportunity become potent factor diminishing 
the spread tuberculosis. The teachers have within their power 
instil the minds the pupil nurses such practical knowledge 
cause and effect shall tend for the same wise treatment this great 
that given other diseases germ origin. The graduate 
nurse should have greater dread case pulmonary tuberculosis 
than she does septic surgical case, and hear trained nurse say 
that she would never nurse patient having tuberculosis, because she 
afraid contracting the disease, shows one two things: either her 
school failed its teaching duty, she was too stupid become 
intelligent nurse. 

absence worry, proper rest, wholesome food, and fresh air are 
the principal aids battling against tuberculosis, then the nurse who 
maintains these conditions carries her armor with her, and position 
justice herself and perform intelligent service for her patient. 
emphasize what has already been said concerning the necessity for 
knowledge, let two facts presented for your consideration and appli- 
cation. First, the only fresh air had damp air, should not 
shut out buildings were unfit breathed into the 
second, the same person who would never even think drinking stagnant 
water may, and often does, make practice breathing stagnant air. 

The consensus medical opinion that tuberculosis 
tends recovery; that advanced tuberculosis may sometimes partially 
arrested its progress and life prolonged for number years; 
that far advanced tuberculosis, with without mixed infection, tends 
fatal issue, and that the successful treatment and the prevention 
the spread the disease demand the earliest possible diagnosis.” 
There are four requisites the successful care all tuberculous 
patients: wholesome mental condition, which cannot obtained 
the patient worried with the cares getting his daily bread, 
ment meet the individual needs, the maximum amount fresh air, 
and systematic rest. 

climate that has the least amount precipitation combined with 
enough elevation insure bracing atmosphere during the year 
very desirable for patients the first stages pulmonary tuberculosis, 
and removal such climate often stimulates the patient’s appetite 
and relieves disorders the gastro-intestinal tract. Extreme exhaustion 
caused prolonged intense heat avoided also complications such 
pleurisy, which frequently brought extreme cold and prolonged 
dampness, and profuse night-sweats, are often entirely relieved. The 
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practice sending all patients, regardless the extension the 
ravages the disease, long exhausting journey, and with perhaps 
surety proper accommodations, least immediately their 
cannot too strongly condemned. patients who have extensive 
lung involvement, run high temperatures, and are greatly emaciated 
should kept and cared for near their own homes. 

Fresh and uncontaminated air abundance very essential the 
improvement tuberculous patient, since the solid portions the 
lungs have extra work thrown upon them. porch remain the 
greater portion the day and used night for sleeping purposes 
necessity, and will add the comfort and progress the patient 
the exposure such give the maximum amount sunshine the 
winter with the minimum amount the summer, obtained this 
country facing the south. the occupant the porch bed patient, 
screens add greatly his comfort the summer time. Mosquito netting 
drawn tightly over the bed proves very good substitute. all times 
the year canvas curtains sliding glass windows are needed for pro- 
tection against winds and storms. Except cold weather, the direct 
rays the sun are too powerful Colorado for sick person remain 
for any length time. Certain cases are benefited exposing the 
bare chest the sun from three upwards ten minutes, but this should 
only done according the direction the physician. Large assem- 
blages should avoided account the contaminated air which the 
patient forced breathe and the excitement caused the nervous 
strain which attendance produces. 

The best food demanded, and three meals during the day, with 
liquid nourishment given once between meals, seems give better results 
than more frequent feeding. Forced feeding not favored now for- 
merly, because the fight against the disease long, and patient can 
stand abnormal quantity food for any length time. The method 
giving reasonable amount nourishment, such the stomach will 
tolerate for months, seems give the most beneficial results. Rare 
meats, especially beef, eggs, butter, cream, and milk are the important 
items the diet, and they should eaten three times day, possible, 
besides three ounces beef juice taken twice daily. are very 
important and may taken raw cooked any way except hard boiled 
fried. the patient eats three fairly good sized meals, raw egg 
heing taken whole with little salt cream directly after the meal 
and liquid nourishment such beef juice, egg nog, milk twice three 
times during the day, getting nourishment. 
event the patient having poor appetite for his regular eggs 
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should given three times each day and enough liquid nourishment 
added make for the lack solid food. pint milk containing 
much cream will digested should taken with each meal until 
the normal weight regained, when the quantity may diminished. 
Fruits and vegetables that contain much acid should used with 
since the system tuberculous patient gives decided acid 
reaction. Cooked fruits are preferable uncooked, since the latter 
have tendency cause intestinal disorders. Coffee, tea, and all stimu- 
lating drinks should used moderately. patient may thrive 
diet which does not include meat, though such diet more bulky 
and, the digestion poor, may tax the patient’s system greatly. The 
meat-free diet may appeal patients limited means, since can 
purchased less cost. However, palatable, necessary 
prepare vegetable diet careful and appetizing way. 

essential that the organs kept acting near the normal 
possible. Cathartics, least occasionally, are necessary, especially chola- 
gogues and hepatic stimulants. Free drinking water helps greatly 
ridding the system poisons. glass two warm water before 
breakfast helps dissolve and carry off the mucus that has collected 
the stomach during the night. 

tub bath, the patient able, otherwise sponge bath twice 
week, with light alcohol rub every evening, keeps the skin good 
condition. cold sponge over the chest the morning stimulates the 
respiratory organs. Shower baths are also very beneficial for those who 
are strong enough take them. When expectoration diminishes 
quantity and the patient complains tightening the chest, the tem- 
perature will rise because absorption has taken place from the retained 
sputum. Generally some preparation applied freely will 
few hours increase the amount the expectoration and thereby reduce 
the temperature. Occasionally expectorants are necessary. Slight 
sweating now and then not harmful; the contrary, may helpful 
ridding the system poisons. Profuse and frequent sweating 
weakening, and rub with strong alcohol sponge with vinegar will 
often greatly relieve this condition. 

Complete rest and freedom from all responsibility are essential 
patient suffering from pulmonary tuberculosis. After the patient 
completely rested and the routine likely become monotonous, some 
light and suitable recreation may planned. impossible give 
any set rules for rest and recreation, since each patient affected 
differently. short walk may cause one patient’s temperature rise, 
whereas may have the opposite effect upon another. Only general rules 
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ean given should applied with discretion. For patients 
running normal temperature, rest recumbent posture one hour 
before and after meal may ample. Reading, walk 
increasing length twice daily, short drives, quict games, and light work, 
such may carried the open air and not require much physical 
exertion, are all permissible the patient does not get too 
some cases course study wisely carried may taken without 
harm. the patient runs slight evening temperature, continuous rest 
advisable with, possibly, short walk the morning, and reading 
short intervals during the day. the patient has temperature most 
the day, continuous rest bed necessary and very little company 
advisable. the temperature 102° over, tepid sponge light 
alcohol rub cooling and helps relieve the nervousness which generally 
accompanies the fever. essential that the patient’s feet kept 
comfortably warm, cold feet being characteristic the disease. Emaci- 
ated patients often find comfort oil rub following the rub. 
The rubbing soothing and creates good mental impression, causing 
the patient think increasing weight, which favorable 
symptom. well discourage patients from discussing their symp- 
toms either among themselves with relatives friends. has 
depressing effect, whereas they should kept cheerful and interested 
things apart from themselves. case hemorrhage, even though 
slight, the patient should kept quiet and the orders the attending 
physician strictly adhered to. profuse, and the physician cannot 
gotten immediately, put the patient bed, apply ice bag the 
chest, and give morphine, gr. hypodermically. Stop all nour- 
ishment and give only enough water chipped ice keep the mouth 
moist. 

The patient and those caring for him should extremely careful 
that does not infect himself and those living with him. Since the 
sputum contains the germs pulmonary tuberculosis, too great care 
cannot taken handling and disposing it. There are very few 
perfectly reliable methods destroying the sputum tuberculosis. 
Incineration probably the most commonly practiced and the most 
effective. per cent. solution sodium bicarbonate, which raises the 
boiling point 102° Centigrade and prevents the coagulation albu- 
min, efficient. has been stated that per cent. solution chloride 
lime practical method. possible, use metal cups, the impervious 
paper holder which can burned and the metal cup itself boiled, 
the impervious paper pocket cups which may burned after using 
few times.

LIGHTING THE HOUSE 

all know should know that sunlight germicidal its effects 
that few any bacteria can survive exposure for any length time 
the direct rays the consequently have sunlight the strongest 
protector our health. The rays not only protect from the ravages 
disease-producing bacteria, but many ways which are still im- 
perfectly understood give strength and vigor, and above all resistance 
disease all forms. therefore important for utilize the 
light our practical every-day life, for next fresh air the lighting 
the house comes importance. 

The natural lighting the house course governed its situa- 
tion and surroundings and the arrangement its windows. have 
spoken before the desirability house standing with its four corners 
the points the compass order that the sunlight may enter all 
sides some time during the day. and bedrooms should have 
the first choice the south and east exposures, the family uses these 
rooms more than any others. stairways, bathrooms, and the din- 
ing-room can better occupy the north and west sides than rooms which 
are more occupied. 

The writer has mind nurses’ home belonging certain train- 
ing school, where the light has been utilized very satisfactory way, 
which might have been particularly bad and unwholesome had not the 
architect displayed intelligence and foresight. 

The building stands the middle city block, facing west, with 
hundred foot front. four stories high and has long ell wing 
the back fifty feet wide, which runs back alley the east; 
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Household 


this arrangement gives twenty-five foot court both the north and 
south sides the wing. The architect put both front and back stair- 
ways, the elevator, lavatories, linen room, and nurses’ lecture room 
the north side, which allows about six extra bedrooms each floor the 
south side, fact the building which houses over two hundred persons 
has only one-third the sleeping rooms facing the north. 

this school nurses are never allowed occupy north sleeping 
room for more than six months.

Following all contagious diseases the exposure furniture, clothing, 
and the rooms themselves the direct rays the sun far better 
means disinfection than simply wiping off surfaces and other half-way 
measures disinfection. 

not expected that the ordinary housewife can understand 
infection and nurses do; the latter are always much 
surprised upon taking housekeeping find that their knowledge 
bacteriology and hygiene practical use them everyday, prompting 
them throw open windows and doors and utilize the sun and air for 
the prevention disease, rather than employ their nursing skill for 
the cure their households. 

the artificial lighting buildings electricity stands far ahead 
any other means; the effects electric light are the same sunlight 
much less degree; does not add the impurities the atmos- 
phere; there almost danger fire, and the light bright, clear, 
and steady. 

The placing lights whatever kind should have careful consider- 
ation, avoiding direct lights into the eyes. The lights, therefore, are 
preferably high, all droplights standing lamps being shaded opaque 
shades. 
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Let the light abundant for reading. Nothing can worse for 
the eyes spirits than dim, flickering, dingy light. 

house lighted gas should carefully watched for leaking gas 
pipes. Carbon monoxide, the deadly element illuminating gas, usually 
gives warning the observant its odor, but may easily become 
accustomed any odor, which newcomer may seem very strong, 
allow ourselves become used foul air. Carbon monoxide 
small quantities constituent the daily supply air slow 
poison large quantities violent poison, besides being extremely 
dangerous explosive the presence fire. 

Both gas and oil lamps add greatly the impurities the atmos- 
phere combustion. Lamps give satisfactory light require, (1) 
good burners which must frequently renewed, (2) the best grade 
oil, and (3) they must kept clean. Poor oil very poor economy, 
giving poor light, constantly clogging the wicks and burners, and 
smoking the chimneys. 

Nearly all housekeepers have few pet economies and light one 
the commonest. year few years poor lights badly placed will 
produce bills from the oculist and optician which would pay thrice over 
for clear, bright, cheerful lights for many years.

LEPER HOSPITAL NORTH INDIA 


NORA NEVE 
Superintendent Nursing, Hospital, Srinagar, Kashmir 


State Leper Hospital Kashmir its name implies state 
institution, but though financed from Hindu coffers the management 
almost entirely the hands the surgeons the Mission 
Hospital (C. 8.). 

The buildings are suitable, the site beautiful one the lake, 
healthy, convenient the Mission Hospital, easily discovered would-be 
patients. 

The inmates are all voluntary, segregation not enforced; that the 
leper asylum popular shown the fact that there were 173 admis- 
sions last year and that the average length stay was 1104 days. 
the 173 new cases 1908, thirty-nine only were women. 

One the honorable medical superintendents writes his 
report: “In some the lepers who have been longest under our 
eare there have heen signs active disease for many 
that the preceding year says: Most lepers improve greatly under 
treatment, and many the disease practically arrested.” 

Lepers are perhaps more liable than others the minor ailments 
flesh heir to. medical institution these are quickly treated and 
relieved, and dieting and healthy protected life much make the 
poor sufferers less conscious their sad condition. 

The medical staff consists of, under the two honorary medical super- 
intendents, elderly Indian Christian some ability and good deal 
experience, Hindu purveyor who also helps with dressings, and two 
young male assistants such most the nursing the men 
the Mission Hospital and who were trained there. There nurse 
the American sense the word, but neglect must not assumed 
that account. Very little has done for the women patients beyond 
simple dressings ulcerated fingers and toes. Any requiring opera- 
tion with subsequent nursing are brought into the Mission Hospital 
where there are two nurses, and are there cared for with, course, 


special precautions.

There are also many women who are virtually widows for the reason that their 
husbands are either worthless useless. Often the men are useless fault 
their own, but are handicapped having trade capacity for sustained 
any line. The women who are bread-winners stand much need the 
care the nurse, both for actual assistance during sickness and for service 
other times. great many these women are underfed, and are wholly 
out and hard day’s work. Not that they complain. Oftentimes the 
nurse furnishes extra nourishment for the mother the household and more 
than instance has been obliged employ measures compel mother 
partake food herself rather than hand over her children. The work 
looking after the children these families covers large range, and the 

majority the cases sickness occurs among the little children. Most them 
are cared for their homes and demand close attention and judicious care. 
From time time others have placed hospitals where they can receive 
appropriate treatment for period; occasionally for prolonged stay. 
the summer time part the nurse’s duty arrange for outings for the 
children, and also for the mothers with young infants. She also accompanies 
small parties boys and girls the seashore during the summer months, and 
these day excursions are very greatly enjoyed the children. She also engages 
work that constructive character. Many the children have poor 
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start life. the utmost importance rid them, possible, any 
disabilities from which they suffer. For example, frequently found that 
adenoids and enlarged tonsils obstruct the breathing and that when these are 
removed there marked upbuilding the general health the young people. 
The same true defective eysight, and there are various defects and 
formities which can either cured greatly helped properly applied 
appliances treatments correctional nature. One the func 
tions the nurse point out the importance these things, and not only 
combat the ignorance those who not realize the need action, but also 
overcome the inertia from which these people There are, course, 
great many cases where the nurse alone can use, and virtue her 
office she can render invaluable service. Sometimes thought that because 
people are poor they are necessarily lacking refinement; rather the contrary 
found true. Many the women and girls find well-nigh impossible 
for advice and treatments the public and other institutions unless 
the nurse willing accompany them and lend the support her friendly 
face and hand. often matter great delicacy secure the confidence 
and advise young girls matters which closely relate their lives and sur- 
roundings. the same maternity cases. The nurse very great 
assistance many poor women and very close them such times, and 
remains close friend thereafter during and providing suitable 
clothing for the new-born infants. she regarded one the 
most useful workers the district. She always busy. succeed, the nurse 
must well equipped professionally, enthusiastic, and fairly dedicated her 
work. There also colored nurse employed care for the colored families.

PENNSYLVANIA 


THE BILL for state registration which was passed the legislature and 
signed Governor Stuart May reads follows: 

Acr provide for state registration nurses, establish state board 
examiners connection therewith, and provide penalties for the 
violation certain provisions regarding such registration. 

Whereas the safety the public endangered trained 
and incompetent nurses the absence law for the registration those 
possessing the proper qualifications now therefore 

the Commonwealth Pennsylvania General Assembly met and hereby 
enacted the authority the same, That within sixty days after the passage 
this Act the governor shall appoint State Board Examiners for Registra- 
tion Nurses composed five members, three said members shall physi- 
cians, two whom connected official capacity with public hospitals 
where nurses’ training schools are maintained, and all whom shall have 
practiced their profession the state Pennsylvania for least five years im- 
mediately preceding the time their appointment and the remaining two members 
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shall nurses graduated from training schools connected with hospitals where 
practical and theoretical instruction given general surgical 
nursing and who shall have been engaged nursing for least five years 
since graduation. 

Sec. The governor shall appoint the original members said Board, 
one for one year, one for two years, one for three years, one for four years, 
one for five years, and upon the expiration the term office any member 
the governor shall likewise appoint persons with the above specified qualifications 
fill the vacancy for term five years and until successor chosen. The 
unexpired term any member caused death, resignation, otherwise shall 
filled the governor the same manner original appointment. The 
governor may remove any member for neglect duty, incompetence, dis- 
henorable unprofessional conduct.

Household Insects,” written Ephraim Porter Felt, contains much 
that useful for the housewife and the nurse, and quote extracts 
from its pages for the benefit our readers. 

House Fleas.—These occur upon the cat and dog and may found 
about their sleeping places. The eggs are laid such places. The 
larve feed upon organic matter cracks and crevices. flea most 
and the closing dwelling during warm weather affords 
chance multiply. control them, exercise care about the sleeping 
places domestic pets. Provide mat blanket. This should 
frequently, shaken, and the collected dust burned. animal 
known infested with fleas should have fresh pyrethrum powder 
rubbed into the hair. This will stupefy the pests, causing them drop 
they should then swept and burned. Dusting hosiery with 
pyrethrum powder has been found effective preventing flea bites. 
destroy large numbers, sprinkle the floor room with flake 
naphthalene and close the room for twenty-four hours, fumigate with 
hydrocyanic acid. catch small number fleas, place white cloth 
the centre the floor; when the fleas are attracted it, they 
caught with wet finger and put into water. 

Bedbugs.—These are especially likely found old houses where 
eracks and crevices abound and where wooden beds are found. They 
may occur boats and sleeping cars. They feed mice well 
man, and this may account for their appearance uninhabited 
houses. Other species live swallows’ nests and another appears 
chickens. The eggs the bedbug are deposited cracks, batches 
from six fifty. The insect can controlled old dwellings only 
extreme vigilance. Cracks and crevices should stopped, and the joints 
wooden beds treated with kerosene, benzine, hot water. The daily 
inspection and destruction the bugs found will eliminate them time 
unless there are crevices. room badly infested may 
fumigated with sulphur for twenty-four hours. Fumigation with hydro- 
evanie acid effective more dangerons. Ants 
roaches are natural enemies bedbugs and feed upon them, but are 
hardly more welcome than their prey.
